27, on smog. The meeting will 
be held in the auditorium of 
Clifton Junior High School, Ivy 
avenue and Palm street, in 
Monrovia, beginning at 7:30 
p.m. 

As official representative of 
the city, Mayor William A. Kin¬ 
ney has said he will attend. 
Other members of the City 
Council also had been invited, 
but said they would be unable 
to be present. 

Panel members, most of them 
experts on smog control, will 
be Gordon P. Larson, director 
of the county air pollution con¬ 
trol district; his assistant, Rob¬ 
ert L. Chass; Wilford Noble, 
chemist and specialist on crop 
damage; Walter J. Hamming, 
meteorologist; Dr. A. J. Haagen- 
Smit, world-famous bio-chemist 
of Caltech; Harold W. Kennedy, 
county counsel; and Hugh 
Dynes, field representative of 
Supervisor Herbert E. Legg. 

The panel will outline the 
steps that have been taken in 
combatting smog and tell what 
is planned for the future.

Sierra Madre may soon lose 
the services of one of its most 
faithful and energetic volun¬ 
teer workers. 

Larry Shepherd told the 
NEWS this week he may have 
to give up his work with the 
baseball field.

Several years of planning and working were culminated Mon¬ 
day as Sierra Madre’s water diversion structure and transmis¬ 
sion line were given their first test. 

Water was released from the Big Santa Anita Dam to test the 
just-completed pipeline and structure at various flows. A flow 
of 25 second feet was main¬ 
tained for one hour. 

Glen B. Watson, director of 
public works, termed the test 
results “very satisfactory.” 

A so-called “static test” was 
conducted Monday night to see 
if there was any seepage with 
water standing in the pipeline 
all night. 

Among the officials in Sierra 
Madre for the testing were hy- 
drographers from the Los An¬ 
geles County Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict, and H. C. Kelley and as¬ 
sociates of the California State 
Division of Water Resources. 

Flood Control District offi¬ 
cials have described the $240,- 
000 project as “one of the out¬ 
standing water conservation 
projects in the county.” 

When in operation, the sys¬ 
tem is designed to divert into 
Sierra Madre's spreading 
grounds water that would 
otherwise run off into the sea.

Of Black’s 
Resignation 


Tarr Marks 
50 Years as 
Master Mason 


Here is the complete text of 
Councilman Alexander Black’s 
letter of resignation received by 
the Council Tuesday night: 
Mayor William A. Kinney: 
Dear Bill: 

It is with sincere regret that 
I feel I must offer my resigna¬ 
tion as a City Councilman, ef¬ 
fective June 1, 1951. 

As you know, when I ran for 
office I was employed as a 
salesman, which permitted 
more time for outside activities. 
Since that time, I have assum¬ 
ed new responsibilities involv¬ 
ing, among other things, con¬ 
siderable traveling. In fairness 
to Sierra Madre, my family and 
my employer, I do not believe 
that I can conscientiously con¬ 
tinue as a councilman. There 
is simply not enough time to 
go around. 

I have been privileged to 
have "fathered” our new City 
Admin i s t r a t i o n Ordinance 
which is a personal satisfac¬ 
tion. It was, as you know, one 
of my original goals when run¬ 
ning for office. I am confident

It was a long and arduous 
task to impress the person that 
the immediate base of the fire 
is not altogether the danger 
zone.

To the Editor, Sierra Madre News: 

In regard to the pepper trees in Kersting Court: City Fathers, 
Civic Organizations, John and Mary Doe and all the rest of us 
must maintain eternal vigilance to keep State officials and other 
officious persons ivho reside in OUTSIDE communities from 
slashing and marring the unique attractions of OUR community! 

Now is the time to protest, and carry the matter right up to 
the Governor of California, if necessary. We all recall how just 
one person’s decision destroyed a half-mile of thirty-year-old 
Eucalyptus trees on South Michillinda three years ago. Are we 
going to allow a worse thing to happen right in the center of 
town, merely to flatter somebody’s preconceived blue print on 
how to remove the last mark of Sierra Madre’s midtown touch of 
Nature? 

I heartily agree with Larry Garland, that the pepper trees 
’’are worth $35,000 to Sierra Madre,” and will gladly pay my 
share of the necessary annual tax increase to raise the $ 35,000 
over the spread of a few years. 

Many years ago New York City began to destroy the trees along 
her streets. Finally every sign of Nature was obliterated and the 
streets were solid walls, pavements, and canyons of concrete, 
steel, brick, and stone—a perfect symbol of the sharp business 
dealing that had made her rich and denatured. Then, after many 
years, here and there, squares of sidewalk were cut out along the 
curb at Rockefeller Center—and one tree, then two, appeared. 
They were little elms, less than ten feet high, and it cost $1200 
to get each one transported there with its square yard of soil— 
the return trip to correct a mistake is usually costly. New Yorkers 
gathered around the trees in wonder and delight to welcome back 
the touch of Nature, and to joke about the price the Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation had to pay for each little tree.

If the 
citizens of Sierra Madre want to keep our pepper trees, and ex¬ 
press themselves firmly on the matter, it can be done.
